Springer’s Condition is Very 
Critical. 


Talking of Congressional Matters in 
His Delirium. 


His Physicians Hold Out Slight Hope 
of His Recovery. 


Other Washington News—The Tariff De- 
bate to Begin in the House This 
Week—The World's Fair 

Appropriation, 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINGTON, March 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Préss.] Congressman Springer 
was worse today. There was a recur- 
rence of the virulent form of erysipelas, 
which had once almost disappeared. 
Tonight the left side of his face is badly 
swollen and the eye is. nearly closed. 
The periods of delirium are also more 
frequent and there is a slight tendency 
to stupor, a new phase in his condition, 


-but one which the physicians declare 


not particularly alarming. 

The attending physicians held a con- 
sultation late tonight. At its conclu- 
sion Dr. Vincent of Springfieli, Ill., 
Springer’s family physician, made the 
following statement tothe Associated 
Préss: ‘‘There is no occasion for imme- 
diate alarm. Mr. Springer is worse, but 
that does not necessarily mean that a fa- 
tal result will ensue. A change might 
be expected in the run of this disease. 
Throughout yesterday the symptoms 
were favorable, but a change for the 
worse took place inthe afternoon and 
continued during the night. While he 
slept considerably last night, it was 
broken, restless sleep. Today there is 
an increased development of erysipeias 
attended bydeliriumandcoma. Theag- 
gravation of the erysipelas, while of 
course a matter of gravity, is not nec- 
essarily alarming. It only shows that 
there is not sufficient vitality to 
resist the ravages of the disease. It 
shows low vitality and lack of physical 
vigor. The delirium of course, is in- 
duced by a disturbed condition of the 
nerve centers. The stupor frequently 
makes its appearance after he has been 
talking inan aimless way about th 
business of the House or tariff bill 
After he drops off into this state, ho 
ever, itiseasy to arouse him again 
when he will talk quite intelligent! 
for awhile, after the conversation 
ceases he la that condition 
again. 
no doubt of that; but it is not imme- 
in my opinion. Even 
should tife disease terminate fatally 
he would probably pass into a comatose 
state and remain for hours in that con- 
dition, and possibly for a day or two 
before death ensued.”’ 

WasuINGTON, March 7.—At 1 o’clock 
this morning Springer’s attendants say 
that there is no change and he is rest- 
ing quigtly. 

. At 4 o’clock Springer is reported 
resting quietly, his condition being im- 
proved, if, indeed, there is any change. 


SILVER AND TARIFF. 


They will be the Leading Features in Con- 
gress This Week. 
Wasuineton, March 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Silver and tariff will be 
the leading features of Congressional 
procedure this week. The contest over 
the free silver question will begin in 
the House tomorrow, when the anti-sil- 
ver Democrats will 6ppose the adoption 
of the report of the Rules Committee, 
making the Bland bill the special order 
for a specific period. The opponents 
of free coinage on the Democratic side 
have vigorously but vainly urged the 
Republican minority to join them in op- 
position to consideration of the bill and 
it is now conceded that the special 
order will most.certainly be adopted. 
The anti-free coinage men say that it is 
but the beginning of the fight and they 
will use every possible means to defeat 
the passage of the bill itself. The 
leaders of the House are anxious to se- 
cure speedy action on the appropria- 
tion bills and have all these measures 
now pending passed before the discus- 
sion of the tariff is entered upon. For 
this reason Monday will not be devoted 
exclusively to the silver order. It is 
the present purpose to devote the 
greater part of the day to the Pension 
Appropriation Bill and Army Appropri- 
ation Bill in order to clear the decks 
for the tariff debate. Mr. McMillin of 
Tennessee “will open the tariff discus- 
sion Tuesday, if no deviation is made 
from the programme on account of the 
Army Appropriation’ Bill, Other 
speakers will follow in rapid succession 


andthe whole week will be occupied by | 


tariff debates, except that Saturday 
afternoon will be devoted to eulogies 
on the late Representative Gamble of 
South Dakota. 

In the Senate the Pure Food Bill is 
the pending order. Mr. Call has given 
notice of his intentfon to address the 
Senate tomorrow on the stibject of 
railroad interference in Forida elections, 

and Mr. Dolph wishés to deliver a speech 
on Friday on Senator Stanford's bill to 
provide a circulating medium. The 
long-expected debate on the reciprocity 
resolutions, which are now on the table, 
may beginsome da ay this week. It is 

unlikely that any ‘general appropria- 
tion bills willcome before the Senate 
this week. 


Angora ‘Goats to be Imported. 

WasHINGTON, March 6.—Representa- 
tive Hermann of Oregon believes that 
it is possible the United States may se- 
cure a partial revocation of the edict 
against the exportation of Angora goats, 
and has introduced a bill directing the 
Minister to Turkey to enter into nego- 
tiations for the purchase of 100 or 200 
pure blood Angora goats. Qregon, 
California, Arizona and other parts of 
the United States, it is said, are well 
adapted to raising these animals and it 
is proposed to domesticate them in Call- 
fornia first, 


The World's Fair Appropriation. 
WasaInoton, March 6.—Representa- 
tive Duborrow will tomorrow introduce 
in the House a bill providing for an ad- 
ditional appropriation for the World’s 
Fair.

THE YOKOHAMA TRAGEDY. 
Antecedents of Lieut. Hetherington and 
His Young Wife. 

Dusvque, March 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The San Francisco dis- 
patch announcing the killing of a prom- 
inent citizen of Yokohama by Lieut. 
Hetherington of the warship Marion 
created quite a sensation here. Heth- 
erington is a native of Dubuque. He 


entered the Annapolis Naval Academ 


in 1874, graduated in 1878, and has 
been in active servicecever since. His 
wife was Miss Hughes of Wilmington, 
Del., and last summer visited the Lieu- 
tenant’s relatives here, where she im- 
pressed all by her beauty and charming 
manner. On leaving here she went im- 
mediately to join her husband. 

WILMINGTON (Del.,) March 6.—The 
wife of Lieut. Hetherington, who killed 
Banker Robinson in Yokohama, is a 
native of this city and the oldest 
daughter of Emlen Hughes, a leading 
citizen. Her maiden name was Bessie 
Hughes. She is but 20 years old. The 
couple were married December 10, 
1889, the occurrence being the social 
event of the season. They have one 
child, 11 months old. Mrs. Hethering- 
ton was a reigning belle atthe time of 
her marriage, and the scandal result- 
ing in the tragedy has casta gloom over 
the community. 


FRATRICIDE. 


A Kentucky Desperado Killed by His 
Brother.

The Victim a Slayer of Several Men, 
Among Them One of His Broth- 
ers, Whose Death is Now 
Avenged. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Mt, Vernon (Ky.,) March 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Yesterday Emmett 
Snodgrass, the town marshal, was shot 
and killed by his brother, Isaac Snod- 
grass. It wasthe result of Emmett hav- 
ing killed his brother, ‘‘Squire’’ Snod- 
grass, two years ago. At that time 
Isaac sent word to Emmett that he had 
killed his favorite brother, and re- 
quested him not to speak to him. At 
Crab Orchard, some time last year, the 
two first met. Emmett drew a pistol 
and attempted to shoot Isaac, but by- 
standers interfered. Emmett then, 
apparently, settled down to lead a 
peaceful life, and -was elected town 
Isaac has been 
in town a numbér oftimes, but always 
avoided Emmett. The lattera number 
of times hunted him up, threatening to 
kill him. 

Last week Isaac was in town. Em.- 
mett met him, and began his usual 
abuse, when. Isarc. told him to go away 

nd not bother him; saying: ‘You 

lled one of our brothers; don’t add 
ahother to the list. I don’t want to be 
killed or kill any one.”’ 

Yesterday they met, but bloodshed 
was averted by the inteference of citi- 
zens. Isaac went home, armed himself 
with a double-barreled shotgun, and 
started to William Cash's, a neighbor. 
Emmett left with the intention of going 
to the same place. Cash’s house is off 
the main road, and the brothers met at 
the turning-off place. ‘ssac says that 
when they met Emmett jerked out his 
pistol and he raised his gun. Emmett 
fired one shot. missing Isaac. The lat- 
ter fired, bringing Emmett and his 
horse to the ground. Isaac fired again, 
killing Emmett. 

Emmett Snodgrass ic 1878 killed 
James Bethurum. Snodgrass was ac- 
quitted for the killing and left the 
State, going to Joliet, Ill., where he| 
killed a negro who failed to get off the | 
end of Snodgrass’ wagon when com- 
manded. 

Returning to this county his brother 
“‘Squire’’ built a house on his own land 
and allowed Emmett to occupy it 
and cultivate the tand free ot charge. 
They frequently quarreled. One day in 
1890 Emmett went over to -where 
“Squire” was living at his mother’s, 
and when he met him both began firing. 
‘Squire’ fell at the second shot, His 
mother rushed upand placed ‘*Squire’s’’ 
head upon her lap, and Emmett re- 
marked: ‘‘Three out of four is pretty 
good markmanship, ain’t it, mother?”’ 
Emmett was arrested, but was finally 
acquitted. 


Bloody Affray Between Whites and Blacks. 


Epmonton (Ky.,) March 6.—Nevws is 
received here that a bloody fight took 
place at Parks cross roads five miles east 


of here, between a party of,twelve |. 
white teamsters on one side and eleven | 


negro farm hands on the other, in 
which four negroes were killed, two 
fatally and two seriously wounded, and 
two of the whites were also injured. 
The cause of the trouble was that a 
white teamster ‘‘playfully’’ touched up 
a negro with his whip as he was passing 
him. Thenegro and his friends at- 
tacked the whites, with the above re- 
sult. 


A Score of Rioters Arrested. 
Mempuis, March 6.—Twenty negroes 
are under arrest in connection with 
last .night’s trouble. Those arrested 
include Calvin McDowell, manager of 
the store where the shooting took place, 
and Tom Moss, a letter carrier. These 
two are believed to be the leading 
spirits in the attack on the white} 
deputies. There have been séveral 
troubles in the neighborhood where the 
riot occurred, the negroes being very 


turbulent. 


Murderer Scudder Insane. 

Cuicaco, March 6.—There were no 
new developments in the Scudder case 
today. He has been kept in a cell, not 
seeing any one except his family. In 
several of the churches the crime was 
made the theme of discourses.

Raised.

Four Thousand Rabbits Bite the Dust in 
the Drive Near Traver—Bloody Af- 
fray in Oregon—Other Doings 
on the Coast.

San Francisco, March 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Federated 
Trades’ meeting this afternoon wasa 
protracted one, the present alarming 
state of the labor situation being fully 
debated. It was finally decided that it 
would be well to temporarily raise the 
boycott and other hostilities carried on 
by sub-associations pending a confer- 
ence with the manufacturers, provided 
the latter would suspend their black 
lists and orders against the employ- 
ment of nnion men. 

The unions themselves will have to 
take this action and then the com- 
mittee can withdraw the boycott. The 
delegates, while powerless to order 
this done, will’ advise particular unions 
of the necessity of so doing, and there 
is but little doubt that it will be agreed 
to. 

Immediately afterward the Boot and 
Shoemaker’s White Labor Leagne held 
a special meeting. Thes ad- 
vanced by the Federated Trades in 
reference to the boyco:ts were discussed. 
The league refused to make known 
what it intended to do. 

The Women’s Shoefitters’ Union met 
immediately on the adjournment of the 
league. It held a long session and also 
discussed the proposed temporary rais- 
ing of the boycott and strike against 
Cahn, Nicklesburg &Co. Like the Shoe- 
makers’ League, the Shoefitters’ Union 
refused to make public any of its Pro-| 
ceedings. 


AN OREGON AFFRAY. 


Three Men Wounded ina in. Desperate Fight 
With Knives. - 


(Or.,) March 6.—[By the 


‘affray, in which three persons were 
more or less injured, took place last 
evening on Fall Creek, about ten miles 
east of Eugene, Two brothers named 
Griffin have been living ona claim 
owned by Walker Young. They had 
been engaged in clearing, and had en- 
gaged one of the McBee boys to do 
some work. McBee was to work 
by the month. After working three 
days McBee gave up the job and claimed 
pay for it. This was refused by the 
Griffin boys, they holding that he should 
work the month out or receive no pay 
whatever. This angered McBee and, 
with two of his brothers, he met 
the Griffin brothers last evening. Some 
lively words passed between them and 
they finally drew knives, all five be- 
ing engaged. Squire Kane was called 
and started for the sheriff and a doctor. 
He states that at least three were badly 
wounded, one probably fatally. Sheriff 
Noland and Dr. Smiley started for the 
scene this morning.

A STATESMAN GONE. 


Death of Hon. Edwards Plerrepont in 
New York City. 

New York, March 6.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Edwards Pierrepont 
died at 6:30 o'clock this morning at 
his home, No. 103 Fifth avenue. after 
a brief illness, of nervous prostration. 
He was born at North Haven, Ct., 
March 4, 1814. He wasa graduate of 
Yale. He was elected Judge of the Sn- 
perior Court of New York upon the 
death of Chief Justice Oakley. He was 
one of the active organizers of the Un- 
ion Defense Committee. In 1873 he 
was appointed Minister to Russia, but 
declined. In April, 1875, he was ap- 


pointed Attorney-General of the United’ 


States, remaining in Grant’s Cabinet 
until May, 1876, when he ap- 
pointed Minister to England. a

his challenge. Sullivan said: ‘The 
answer is on a par with his entire atti- 
tude toward me. The.assertion that he 
stood me off twice, extracting a forfeit 
both times, is untrue, as the records 
will prove. These men came here full 
of blow and bombast, professing to 
have plenty of money to back either or 


both to fight me, knowing my hands 


were tied, but on being called on by 
Charles Johnson of Brooklyn, who de- 
posited $2500 with the New York Her- 
ald, the deposit remaining up nearly a 
year, they were found wanting. They 
hammered away at me with all sorts of 
challenges and bluffs for two years, and 
now that I have the opportunity and 
time to fight they weaken at my chal- 
lenge, and offer all sorts of paltry, un- 
manly excuses. Mitchell says I want 
everything. I don’t; I'm sincere. 

‘‘My challenge was issued, but I will 
make any concession in reason in order 
to meet Mitchell, Slavin or any other 
fighter. The only things I insist upon 
are outside bets, Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules to govern and the match to 
take place between the middle of 
August and the first week in Septem- 
ber. Inthis I am justified. My season 
with Mr. Harrison ends June 4 and will 
resume September i2. I must have an 
outside bet of proper dimensions to 
justify preparation for the contest. 
The Queensberry rulesI regard as the 
only ones, as under them a man must 
fight, not run away. If Mitchell, Sla- 
vin, Corhett or the rest of them mean 
business, let them act, not talk and cry 
about my weight, which isa disadyan- 
tage rather than an advantage and sim- 
ply stamps Mitchell's 
ridiculous and laughable. My ‘ultima 
tum is made; my challenge, which is 
entirely my own, is out.

A Fair Crowd in Attendance Yes- 
terday. 


San Bernardino County to Turn Out 
in Foree Today. 


At Least a Thousand Visitors Will 
Arrive This Morning. 


The San Diego and Ventura Exhibits in 
Detail—Very Creditable Displays 
from Both of These 
Countles. 


The citrus fair was open yesterday 
afternoon from 1 to 6 o'clock, during 
which time several hundred persons 


cannot spare the time during the week 
visited the exhibit, The officers of the 
fair were,on band as usual, as well as 
members of the Reception Committee, 
and all visitors were made welcome. 
Today is San Bernardino county day, 
and indications are that there will be 
at least a thousand visitors ig the city 
from points on the kite-shaped track 
alone. A telephone message was re- 
ceived from Riverside. yesterday after- 
noon, saying that 500 tickets had been 
sold at that point alone. The delega- 
tion will be accompanied by the famous 
Knights of Pythias band of Riverside, 
numbering forty pieces, and will ar- 
rive ona special train over the kite- 
shaped track at 11 o’clock, They will 
be met at the depot by members of the 
Reception Committee and escorted to 
the pavilion. The delegation have had 
banners painted, setting forth what has 
been accomplished at the present and 
past fairs, and from present indications 
San Bernardino county will come very 
near owning the citv today. Arrange- 
ments haye been made for holding the 
train until after the evening exercises 
for the benefit of the visitors. 

This evening the members of the 
Athletic Club and the Turnverein will 
give an exhibition, and forty young 
ladies from the Normal school will go 
through the fan drill.

There is 
still good Government land to be had 
around Julian, and with the opening of 
a railroad there would doubtless be a 
rush of land-seekers in that direction. 
The scenery is grand, and the climate 
most invigorating. 

The Orcutt Seed and Plant Company 
of San Diego makes an interesting ex- 
hibit of cacti. 

Three varities of guava are shown: 
The strawberry, lemon and ‘‘pear,’’ the 
latter a very Jarge fruit, as big as an 
average apple. The little strawberry 
guava is, however, considered the best. 
The guava does well around San 
Diego and is being largely planted. It 
is frequently set out between the rows 
of a young orchard, thus paying ex- 
penses, or more, while the orchard is 
coming into bearing. The disadvantage 
of this —_ is that the guava, being a 
very thirsty plant, needs more frequent 
irrigation than is good for most orchard 
trees. A very attractive exhibit of 
tempting guava jelly is made by L. E. 
Allen & Co., who also show guava jam 
and orange marmalade. 

Another exhibit of orange marmalade 

is made by Miss M. L. Webb, which de- 
serves special mention, if only for the 
fact that it is put upina very tasty 
manner, which is half the battle in in- 
troducing a new brand of food product. 
After people have tasted they will buy 
such product, on, its merit, but, until 
then, they must be tempted through the 
eye. 
Frank A. Kimball, the veteran father 
of National City, shows olive oil and 
pickled olives of fine quality. Kim- 
ball and ,Cooper are the pioneer olive 
men, on a commercial scale, of Cali- 
fornia. Other growers in the county 
pickle olives, but Mr. Kimball is the 
only man who makes oil, using the 
product of many orchards as well as his 
own for that purpose. : 

A considerable display of raisins is 
made by'F.:E. Patterson, S. M. Marshall 
and the Escondido Land and Town Com- 
pany. The Cajon Valley is only second 
to Fresno as a raisin producer. <A box 
of imported raisins is shown in order 
that the points.of contrast may be 
noted. While there is little lacking in 
quality in the home fruit there is much 
yet to be learned in the line of artistic 
packing.

SAN DIEGO AND VENTURA. 


The Very Creditabie wWisplays of These 
Couantigs in Detail. 

San Diego county’s display. looms up 
prominently. Besides its fort, com- 
posed of fifty boxes of choice oranges 
and lemons, theré are several large 
tables covered with citrus and other 
fruits and manufactured orchard prod- 
ucts. 

The San Diego exhibit includes con- 
tributions from San Diego city, Na- 
tional City, El Cajon, Escondido and 
Paradise Valley. These sections are 
all near the coast, where most of San 
Diego’s products are at present raised. 
As irrigation is extended, however, the 
‘‘back country’’ is coming to the front, 
all that is needed to make that section 
flourish being water. 

Over the long table against the wall 
is a fine picture of San Diego harbor, 
with the inscription attached: ‘One 
of the Three Grand Views of tue 
World,’’ an extract from Charles Dud- 
ley Warner’s book, *‘Our Italy.’’ The 
praise is deserved, as traveled visitors 
will admit. 

San Diego shows several varieties of 
fine oranges. E. P. Fowler of National 
City has twenty-six boxes of navels, 
which compare favorably with any in 
the hall. There are also five Malta 
Bloods from the same ranch, with skin 
almost asdark as the Rubys. From 
other groves are Mediterranean Sweets, 
seedlings. Valencias, St. Michaels, 
Jaffa and several other varieties, includ- 
ing the Parson Brown, Story hybrid and 
Homasasa. The Dancey Tangerine, 
grown by George W. Hale in Paradise 
Valley, deserves special mention. It is 
three times as large as the average 
Tangerine. 

Oranges are being planted largely near 
the coast in San Diego county, princi- 
pally in the Chula Vista and Sweetwater 
districts. ‘The oldest orchards are all 
near the coast. According to the latest 
report of the State Board of Horti- 
culture the number of orange trees in 
San Diego county last year was: Bear- 
ing, 26,715; mot bearing, 177,311. 
The shipments of oranges and lemons 
by rail from the county in the season 
1890-91 were as follows, in boxes: 
Elsinore, 8; Escondido, 83; Fallbrook, 
5; National City, 3960; Oceanside, 5; 
Perris, 22; San Diego, 13,754; Sor- 
rento, 881; Temecnia, 711; Vista, 
82, makitig a total of 18,861 boxes, 
or 66 carloads. \ 

The lemons shown include the Eureka, 
Villa Franca, Budded Sicily and Bonnie 
Brae. The latter present the finest ap- 
pearance,

VENTURA COUNTY. 

Ventura county shows this vear for 
the first time at the citrus fair and 
makes{fa very creditable display, occu- 
pying a large table inthe gallery on the 
west side. Moreover, Ventura county 
has received the fourth premium for 
the best display of citrus fruits. 

This county, although a next neigh- 
bor of Los Angeles on the north, is less

difficult of access, but now there is di- 
rect rail communication. Climatically, 
senically and in the range of. its 
products, Ventura county’is not a whit 


Southern California, although its de- 
velopment has not, hitherto, kept pace 
with the more southern section. With 
the completion of the coast railroad 
this county will undoubtedly take a 
great bound forward. 

A large portion of Ventura ‘county 
comes within the true citrus belt, much 
of it being comparatively frostiess. The 
citrus industry has not yet attained 
great importance in the county, 
although a large area is now being 
planted, especially inthe Ojai, Bards- 
dale and Matillija districts. Ventura 


trees for 1891: Orange, bearing 
8644, not bearing, 54,769; lemon, 
bearing 7000, not bearing 155,934, 
The shipments of oranges and lemons 
from the county for the season 1890- 
91 were, in boxes: Camulos, 1187; 
Santa Paula, 15,028; Ventura, 3260; 
a total of 19,475 boxes. or 68 carloads, 
besides which quantities were shipped 
by steamer. 

The oranges exhibited comprise 
navels, valencias, seedlings, tangerines, 
jaffas—which, though not much thought 
of elsewhere, are said to do well her 
Wolfskill Seedlings, Maita and rang 
reds—the latter blood orange being ré- 
markably fine—and Havana seedlings, 
a seedling budded with Havana buds. 
Among the lemons are Eureka, Lisbon 
and Genoa. N. W. Blanchard of La 
» Narajal ranch makesa fine exhibit of 
lemons, of which he has one of the 
largest orchards in the State. He has 
about 100 acres in citrus fruits, two- 
thirds of which are in full bearing. 
From fifteen acres of lemon:trees he 
shipped last year 83000 boxes. 

Five varieties of almonds are shown, 
all raised from seed from an old tree on 
the Camulos ranch (the ‘‘Home of Ka- 
mona.’’) They comprise both soft and 
hard shell. Four carloads of almond 
trees were imported into the Ojai Val- 
ley last year. The almond is a delicate 
and somewhat capricious tree, which 
has led to its being much neglected. 
Where it succeeds it pays large profits. 
New varieties, originated inthe State, 
are found to do better here than the 
imported almond. - 

Ventura claims to be the greatest 
English walnut producing county in the 
State. None are exhibited, because 
the crop was all sold. : 

Pickled olives from Senator Del 
Valle’s Camulos ranch are shown, 
which are thoroughly ripe, and deli- 
cious in flavor, suggesting the thought 
that many of Southera California’s 
horticultural products would be much 
improved if allowed to thoroughly ripen 
before being marketed. Many olives 
are grown in the county, although no 
oil is yet made. 

It is not generally supposed that 
‘raisins can be profitably madé in the 
coast counties, yet Cyrus Kenney and 
F. M. Moore of Sespe have a display of 
fruit which leaves little to be desired 
in regard to plumpness, thinness of 
skin and sweetness, the three main 
points in a raisin.. Mr. Kenney has 
over fifty acres in raisins, and it is said 
to be a growing industry in that sec- 
tion.

Shepherd’s place is now one of the 
main attractions of Ventura. Many 


of the plants she supplies have form- 


erly been imported by Eastern dealers 
from Europe. Last season she shipped 
several thousand calla lily bulbs. She 
has originated many new varieties of 
flowers. A growing papyrus plant, 
from which paper took its name, is ore 
of the adornments of the Ventura 
table. 7

TAX SALE DEEDS. . 


The State Supreme Court Declares 
That They are Valid. 


An Important Decision in Which a Ques 
tion of Long Standing Is Settled— 
The Pointsin the Con- 
troversy. 


The question as to the validity of tax- 
sale deeds, which has been an open one 
for some time past, has at last been 
definitely passed upon by the Sapreme, 
Court of this State in a recent decision, 
the case in point being that of William. 
Rollins (respondent) vs. John A. Wright 
(appellant,) an action to quiet title te 
certain lots at San Francisco, which 
plaintiff claimed under Tax Collector's 
deeds. 

In this instance there were four tax 
deeds—three based on sales made in 
1882 for the assessments made in 1881, 
for the fiscal year ending June 3Q, 
1882, to A. F. Hinchman; the fourth on 
a sale made in 1880 for an assessment 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1880. 

The deeds weré read in evidence, 
against defendant's objections, which

property was assessed. 

It was further claimed, although’such 
points were not made in the court be- 
low, (1) that defendant is a purchaser 
for value without notice, and (2) the 
sale was under a local statute which 
violated section 25, article IV, of the 
Constitution, and was therefore void. 

The respondent contended that the 
tax deeds were conclusive upon all 
those points. 

Commissioner Temple, in his opinion 
filed therein, says: 

Section 3785 of the Political Code pro- 
vides that the deed shall recite, and that 
the recitals shall be primary (prima facie 
evidence of their truth, eight enumerat 
facts: 

1, the assessment: 2, equalization; 3, tax 
levy; 4, non-payment of tax; 5, the prop- 
erty was regularly sold; 6, has not been 
redeemed; 7, grantor was proper officer to 
execute deed: and 8, when sold to pay tax 
on personality, that owner of the property 
was liable for the tax. 

The next section makes the deed ‘‘con- 
clusive evidence of the regularity of all 
other proceedings from the assessment by 
the assessor inclusive up to the execution 
of the deed.” 

The first of the above sections has the 
effect as to matters required to be recited 
in the deed to shift the burden of proof, 
but Teaves the owner of property free to 
establish by proof that such facts do not 
exist. As to other matters the deed is made 
conclusive. 

We see no valid objection to these 
provisions. If the property owner held 
property which is liable to taxation, 
which had been properly assessed, for 
a tax duly levied, which had not been 
aid, but allowed to become delinquent, 
nd the property had been sold as re- 
quired by law and not redeemed, there 
is no hardship in providing that he shal} 
not take advantage of mere irregulari- 
ties, which did not effect his substane 
tial rights, to avoid the effect of his dee 
linquency. 

The matters which he is expressly 
authorized to dispute enable him to 
raise every point essential to a just de- 
fense. Justice does not require that he 


technicalities. 

These stringent provisions were made 
to enable the State to collect its reve- 
nues, and propertsowners owe the duty 
to the government to pav taxes when 
due, and are not deprived of any sub- 
stantial rights when they are limited in 
their defense to such matters as show 
that they do not justly owe the tax, 

The commissioner adopts the language 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case of De Treville vs, 
Smalls (98 U.S., 525) upona similar 
point, and continuing, says: 

If this position be correct the appellant ig 
not in a position to make his first objection 
that the certificates were not filed by the 
Recorder; but waiving for the time this 
point, and looking into the evidence, it 
shows that they must be held to have been 
properly filed so far as that fact can affect the 
rights of the purchaser. It wasthe duty of 
the Tax Collector to present them to the 
Recorder for filing. This he did. The Re- 
corder received them, but did not mark 
them filed, because no fees were paid him, 
It was a public duty tor which no fees are 
provided. They must be deemed te have 
been tiled. [Page vs. Rogers, 31 Cal,, 307; 
Sec. 1170, C. C.; Donald vs. Beals, 57 Cal.,

Whether he is or not need not be decided in 
this case, for we think no such potice was 
necessary: 

Section 3785 was amended so asto re- 
quire notice in March, 1885.

no notice was required. Long prior to this 
amendment the purchaser's right to a deed 
had become absolute. Whenthe law was 
amended the owner had no right to re 
deem, and the Legislature could not deprive 
the purchaser of his absolute right. % .

Section 5, article 20, of the Constitution, 
provides that ‘the fiscal year shall com- 
mence on the Ist day of July.” Of course 
it would end on the 30th of June.

The deed establishes the assess- 
ment prima facie. If it were essential to 
the validity of the assessment that Hinch. 
man should have been the owner, it was in- 
cumbent on the defense to negative the fact 
which had been established by prima facie 
proof. 

As we have seen, the certificates must be 
deemed to have been filed. If other parties 
have suffered fromthe failure of the Ke: 
corder to do his duty, their remedy must be 
against him, 

The point that the sale was under a local 
law, which contravened section 26, article 
4 of the Constitution, seems also to be an 
inadvertence. The law was passed before 
the Constitution was adopted and not

Brussets, March 6.—yYesterday the 
papers announced that an unsuccessful 
attempt had been made to blow up one 
of the foreign embassies here with 
an infernal machine. The scene of the 
attempt was the Spanish legation, not 
the British embassy, as at first reported. 
The machine was discovered by work- 
men, who extinguished the fuse.

EMIL ROSENTHAL.

Rosenthal is a plausible talker and, 
imagining that his talents in that 
direction could be profitably employed 
in the line of soliciting insurance, he 
got the agemcy for several first-class 
companies. He was not disappointed 
in his estimate of the powers ot his elo- 
quence and wrote considerable business. 
The companies thought they had found 
a jewel in “‘Rosy,’’ but a remittance 
day came around and ‘‘Rosy’’ failed to 
remit. An investigation of his affairs 
resulted in William B. Foster swearing 
to a complaint before Justice of the 
Peace Knox of San Bernardino, on Jan- 
uary 15, charging Emil Rosen- 
thal with embezzlement, a felony com- 
mitted as follows: Thaton said 15thof 
January, the said Rosenthal being‘in the 
employ of the Westchester Fire Insur- 
ance Company of New York, did then 
and there collect the sum of $770.90 
belonging to said insurance company, 
which said sum he failed to turn over, 
but converted it tothe use of him the 
said Rosenthal. 

*“Rosy’’ was promptly arrested on 
January 1 and brought before Judge 
Knox, who admitted him to bail in the 
sum of $1000, with A. B. Paris and C. 
C. Wainwright as sureties. The case 
was continued until January 29, and on 
‘that day ‘‘Rosy’’ and his attorney and 
the District Attorney appeared in court 
and asked that the case against Emil Ro- 
senthal be dismissed ‘‘on the ground that 
it was brought under a misapprehen- 
sion.’’ The accommodating justice 
consented to this and ‘‘Rosy’’ walked 
outa free man. As a matter of fact 
the sum of $770.90, being the amount 
of the embezzlement, was collected in 
smalisums from the people of River- 
side, who had known Rosenthal in other 
days and who pitied him, even though 
he had fallen so low. It is question- 
able, however, if the District Attorney

AS was generally expected, San Bernar. 
dino county carried off the first prize at 
the citrus fair. This is what the people 
looked for, for this county is the banner 
citrus county of the State, and, notwith- 
Standing wind and frost, there is much 
fruit this season as fine as ever tickled the 
palate of the connoisseur. Besides the old 
orange-growing centers of Riverside, Old 
San Bernardino and Colton, there are many 
newer places demanding recognition as 
great orange-growing sections, such as 
Redlands, Highland, Ontario, South River. 
sivé, Rialto, etc. With these communities 
to reinforce those of long standing, and 
even Inaking a strong fight for first place 
respecting quality and appearance, there 
can be little doubt about the ability of the 
county to retain its position as the banner 
county of the State as a citrus county. 

GOLD EXCITEMENT. 

Herman Bernhardt, Herman Rene and 
Emil Hellman have just come in from pros- 
pecting in the region of Cottonwood 
Springs, bringing with them about $1000 
worth of gold, which they say they got 
from a new ledge with but afew minutes’ 
work. These three prospectors have been 
out buta few weeks, and as soon as they 
discovered the ledge and extracted the 
above sum proceeded to stake off their 
ciaims, one for each of them, and then came 
in to make their filings and dispose of the 
gold nuggets they obtained. One of these 
nuggets weighs almosttwo ounces, having 
small fragments of quartz adhering, weigh- 
ing, perhaps, one-fourth of an ounce. This 
was purchased of the miners yesterday by 
August Weinman for $25, and it and other 
specimens examined by THE TIMES corre- 
spondent. The ledge is reported to be from 
two inches to two feet in thickness and ex- 
tends along the mountains for a distance of 
about two miles. The location is about 150 
miles east of here by wagon road and 
twenty-two miles nortl® of Cottonwood 
Springs on the slope of the San Bernardino 
Mountain. The metal is in the form of 
flakes, threads and nuggets, imbedded in 
red, white and brown honeycomb quartz. 

The lucky prospectors will return at once 
with tools and provisions and proceed to 
work their claims. 

The nearest railroad station is Walters, 
about a hundred miles east on the Southern 
Pacific. Great excitement prevails over the 
discovery. 

* ALMOST A WRECK. ; 

There came near being a serious accident 
at 12:30 Saturday morning on the Santa 
Fé overland neaf Yucca, a station this side 
of the Needles. One of the axles of the 
front truck broke and threw the remaining 
wheels off the track. The conductor was 
asleep and the truck ran for three miles on 
the ties before the conductor was aroused 
and the train stopped.

COUNTY SALOON LILICENSES. 


The Fight Over the Garibaldi Petition

Supervisor Dayis said he did not 
think the board could act on any of the 
applications against which protests had 
been signed by the necessary number 
of protestants until the old ordinance 
had been repealed, and this could not 
be done before the 19th inst. 

Attorney Gage said he recognized the 
force of this argument, and signified 
his willingness to allow the matter to 
go over until that date, but asked that 
no further protests be allowed filed 
meanwhile. 

Atter some further discussion it was 
annovnced that Garibalbi was perfectly 
willing tochange the location of his 
Saloon, and the whole matter was there- 
upon continued for one week.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Status of the Terminal-Rapid. 
Transit Deal. 


ASan Diego Man Who Was Put Off 
a Train. 


— 


How the Railroad Employees Pay the 
Poll Tax. 


A Special Citrus Fair Train—The New 
Santa Fe Refrigerator Line—Gen. 
eral, Localand Per- 
sonal, 


Frequent reference has been made to 
pending negotiations by which the Los 
Angeles Terminal Company is to ac- 
quire additional ready-made mileage, 
and in some quarters an erroneous idea 
of the matter is entertained. By the 
deal which is about to be completed 
the Terminal Company obtainsa lease 
on the San Gabriel Valley Rapid Tran- 
sit road, which will be changed from 
narrow to standard gauge by its own- 
ers, who will also obtain certain addi- 
tional right-of-way required for con- 
necting the road with the main line of 
the Terminal’s system. Later, if an 
agreement can be reached as to the 
value o@ the property, its ownership 
may be vested in the Terminal Com- 
pany. As soon asthe gauge is changed 
and a connecting track built the Ter- 
minal Company will begin operating the 
Rapid Transit road to Monrovia: It 
the case of the other deal in which the 
Altadena road figures an actual pur- 
chase is proposed, the Terminal having 
long operated the little road by lease. 
The purchase of this road will give the 
Terminal people an independent en- 
trance to Pasadena, their trains now 
being compelled to enter that city over 
the Altadena company’s road. 

TO SUE FOR DAMAGES. 

A. F. Alvard has begun suit against 
the Southern California Railway Com- 
pany for disregarding its duty as a 
common carrier, says the San Diego 
Union. The plaintiff claims to have 
purchased a ticket at Los Angeles for 
passage over the defendant’s road to 
San Diego and return. On January 23 
the ticket was procured and was good 
to return on or before the 25th of the 
same month. Alvard was admitted on 
the return train at San Piego on the 
afternoon of the 25th without “an ob- 
jection from the conductor. At Lad- 
rillo the plaintiff was wrongfully as- 
saulted and ejected from the train. He 
was compelled to walk back to Old 
Town, and his expenses were a few dol- 
lars in the way of board and lodgings. 
He, therefore, asked damages to the 
amount of $5007.65 for being greatly 
injured, scandalized and injured in his

FEMALE BASEBALL NINE. 


A Scheme Knocked in the Head by 
the Authorities. 


Only Girls Between the Ages of Fourteen 
and Sixteen Years Wanted by the 
Management—A Queer 


Several seasons ago two or three fe- 
male baseball teams were organized in 
the East, and for a time the new fad 
seemed to take, but as girls are not .in- 
tended by nature for baseball playing 
the craze has about died out. 

It seems that the craze has been re- 
vived in this city, for the police were 
notified last Saturday that John Doyle, 
late manager of the Main street dime 
museum, was organizing a female base- 
ball team to play the Coast cities, 

From the report made to the police 
by the, landlady of the old Rose Block 
on ‘North Main street the authorities 
thought it of sufficient importance for 
an investigation and the matter was 
placed in the hands of Humane Officer 
Wright, who promptly called at the 
Rose Block. 

The landlady briefly informed him 
that one of the girls named Nellie Sey- 
moure, who is 16 years of age, with 
her little fonrteen-year-old sister 
Maude had been engaged to go with the 
outfit. 

Nellie was brought out, and on being 
questioned by Officer Wright she stated 
that she had called on Doyle at his 
lodging-house and he told her that he 
Was organizing a baseball company to 
travel-ali over the Coast. Doyle stated 
that the girls must be over 14 and un- 
der 16 vears of age, and that they 
would rot be engaged unless they were 
thoroughly developed .and in perfect 
health. 

She was given to understand that they 
would receive a salary of $30 a month 
and all expenses, and would not have to 
play ball oftener than once a wéek. 

He also informed her that he had en- 
gaged all but two, and that their first 
game would be at Agricultural Park to- 
dav, after which they would go straight 
to Portland, Or., when. the season would 
begin. 

Officer Wright was unable to find any 
of the girls except the Seymoure sisters 
and a young girl named Lillie Gray, who 
lives in the Weil Block. She tells the 
same story, and seems at a loss to know 
exactly what she is expected to do. 

The managers of this fake, whatever 
it is, have worked the employment of- 
fices, and one of the offices on Second 
street had on its bulletin board last 
Saturday, ‘‘Three girls to’ play baseball, 
wahted; salary, $90 a month apiece.”’ 

When Officer Wright called on the 
firm and questioned them they in- 
formed him that they did not propose 
to furnish any girls, but they adver- 
tised for the girls for the reason that 
they did not wish to make enemies of 
the managers, who have considerable in- 
fluence around town. 


They took the sign down at once, and, 
as all the girls that have been seen by 
Officer Wright have agreed not to join 
the company, it is believed by the 
authorities that the female baseball 
team will not be organized.
